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KEENELAND’S MARKET PLACE 








To a horseman interested in the breeding of Thoroughbreds: 
there is probably nothing nearer to heaven than Lexington, Ken- 
tucky. Here within a radius of 20 miles lie the greatest collection 
of Thoroughbred breeding farms that exist in the world. There are 
individual establishments, like the famed Sledmere Stud in England 
of Sir Richard Sykes, that in output, tradition and size may be 
greater than these Kentucky farms, but there is nothing to compare 
in England or elsewhere with what meets the eye descending in an 
airplane on the white fenced blue grass fields surrounding Lexington. 

Here last week came the horsemen of America to deal in future 
racing stock. They were a varied assortment from the millionaire 
with money and success at his command to the down at the heel 
character, hard bitten, with threadbare clothes seeking something 
or someone upon whom to pin hopes that horses and his own mistakes 
had so many times dashed to earth. In that large room with it’s 
Kleg lights sat men of many types in every walk of life but each 
fired with the business of buying and breeding horses to race. Born 
of varied cloth, there hangs about the Keeneland pavilion, a strange 
bond in common. One can feel it around the stables, in the Keene- 
land club house thrown open to all who come to buy, in the bar at 
the ringside, but most particularly in the sheltered walkway where 
the yearlings wait on their way to and from the ring. 

Here the colored swipe gives his last rub to a charge that has: 
been his for many months, here the breeder sees the result of a year 
of ceaseless care walk out of his hands, here the last caustic eye of 
horsemen come to barter cast its shrewd appraising glance before 
following into the ring to wager money in a game of chance and 
judgment. Tempers are quick to kindle, tension is high, and a spirit 
of competition, the hard, driving competition, that kindles men’s 
souls, fires ambitions, pursues the voice of the auctioneer. 

Perhaps the strangest anomaly of all in this market place of 
hopes and plans and keen desires is the commodity there for sale. In 
strained expressions, in excited talk, in the hurried word, the quick- 
ening glance, in the gavel that pounds, in the chanting tones there 
speaks the quality of the product at hand, the voice of the business 
law, the demand for profit. This motive is strongest here. It is 
rooted deep in men’s souls and under this covered ring, it is laid 
bare, the lusty, eager yearning of men for gain. The seats are filled, 
row upon row, the stage is set, the announcer retells the story piece 
by piece upon which the game depends and then into this place of 
figures, cash, and calculation steps a creature that knows none of 
these things, a creature shy, nervous, resisting, whose instincts and 
ability are but to fly like the wind. Out of place, out of character, 
it’s presence comes almost as a shock. Ears pricked, coat gleaming, 
its brass halter plate shining like polished gold, the Thoroughbred 
steps upon the stage. Startled by the noise, it fidgets at the crowd, 
its hooves move restlessly, rebelling at the ring’s confinement but 
stepping lightly with a grace that bespeaks the lightning speed with- 
in each muscle. Bidding begins and goes in leaps and bounds, or 
lags as men hesitate before an imperfection, gauging, waiting, hop- 
ing. The gavel falls and the next one enters. These are not crea- 
tures of business, they are not pieces of paper upon which is written, 
“I promise to pay you upon a certain day in return for a sum of 
dollars.” These are things of chance, bred for speed and strength 
and grace, to live in the open and run like wild things. 

Men have always had horse sales. So long as men love to watch 
these animals run, there always will be horse sales, but this sale in 
the middle of Kentucky’s farmland, built up by the ingenuity, ability 
and drive of its leading citizenry, is beyond compare. There are 
those who keep horses for sport, for the amusement. they give, for 
the companionship of a nicker, a soft nose, the pleasure of a ride in 
the morning. This is not the Keeneland ring. Here as nowhere else, 
men come prepared to pay the highest prices for the best and fastest 
horses money can buy. Their time means nothing, for this is busi- 
ness, and business comes even before the pleasure of man and beast. ,

As one well known horseman said 
to me:—‘‘When I have my shoes 
taken off, if I ever earn that privi- 
lege, I want them to stay off.” 

The old chap may well be placed 
in the same list with the gallant 
*Ossabaw and spectcualar Rocksie. 
Surely his doughty deeds for the 
Olympic team and the Mexicans too, 
should have earned him these last 
years of rest?

The crack of a pole being rapped 
‘on a horse’s knees soon destroyed 
our illusion, of a sporting after- 
noon—this display was taking place 
directly in back of the boxes. The 
gentleman, and believe me, I use the 
term lightly, inflicting this measure, 
was soon satisfied when the impact 


‘of a blow broke the pole in two. With

a smile of satisfaction he tossed his 
schooling device into the bushes. 

This went on before each class all 
afternoon and the scene of the pol- 
ing was dominated by two profes- 
sional horsemen, the above mention- 
ed and his rider reputed to have 
“made”? some of the best horses in 
the country. 

They may be ‘‘made’”’ to go around 
a ring or over an outside course but 
I think an hour or two in the hunt 
ing field would tell a different story. 
Where are the honest hunting hun- 
ters? Is it true, that rules are elastic 
enough that all one needs to enter is 
a horse that jumps? I would be very 


interested to know the percentage 
of entries in some of our shows— 
going into qualified classes—whg! 
have never seen a pack of hounds, 

But to return to the original topie, 
One of the horses that was severely 
poled, a lovely gray mare, was pin 
ned conformation champion of th 
show. Any horse deserving this rib 
bon is assuredly entitled to it, th 
horse earned it through honest ef. 
fort—but—how about the men wh@ 
exploit this animal and submit jg 
to inhumane treatment? 

Do they deserve ribbons, 
credit, applause? I think not. F 

Yet these are most important 
factors to someone who makes hig 
livelihood by dealing and showing 
horses. 

Surely there is or should be 
much dignity and integrity in thigi 
profession as in any ‘other. 

It must be fairly obvious to an 
judge, by the manner in which g 
horse enters a ring, goes into h 
fences and departs the course 
whether his schooling was based op 
patience or poling. ; 

It’s asking a great deal for a map 
to keep his mind and eyes on th 
ring and still be cognisant of what’ 
going on behind the scenes. 

However, there always seem to b 
five or six members of any horg 
show committee roaring around 
station wagons with committee sea 
stuck on the windshield—lookin 
devastating to be sure, but that’ 
where the looking stops. If enco 
aged perhaps they could keep 
weather eye on what’s going of 
around the grounds and either pw 
a stop to all such procedures or ha 
the judges notified that such an 
such a number was poled just beforg 
entering the class. 7 

I for one would like to shake th 
hand of a judge who refuses to p 
a horse, even though. his perfo 
mance was perfect, conformation 
faultless, had he come into th 
class after a session of poling. 

Don’t you think that lack of rif 
bons might increase the compliang 
with some of the unwritten rules?

Allen Ross Attracts Good Quality 
Of Hunters and Jumpers In Week Program

From June 15 through 20, the 7th 
edition of the Los Angeles National 
Horse Show, managed by Allen Ross, 
was held at the Horse Palace, Cali- 
fornia. There were evening perfor- 
mances each day from Tuesday, the 
15th, through the following Sunday. 
Over the week-end, there were two 
matinees; these matinees were most- 
ly filled with children’s classes, and 
a few hunter performances. 

The first class on Wednesday 
evening was the jumpers-open-class. 
Whether it was because of first- 
class jitters or the complaining about 
footing, the horses in this class, 
with a few exceptions, didn’t leap 

-high enough. Mr. McGonigle owned 
and shown by Mrs. J. J. Kessler, and 
Oregon Duke with owner Howard 
Gass up, tied for first with one fault 
each. In the jump-off, Mr. McGonigle 
had 9 faults while Oregon Duke 
came through to win the class with 
3 1-2 points scored against him. 
ide from these two, it was a very 
iicery class; Don Dodge rode his 
own Ridge Runner to 3rd place 
with 4 faults, and Mrs. M. Weadock’s 
Mr. Big, Clyde Kennedy up, scored 
5 for the 4th ribbon. The rest of the 
class were out on faults. 

Thursday evening’s — lightweight 
hunter class was surprisingly good. 

Peggy Platz’ Carbon Copy .was 
ridden into ist place by R. Egan. 
Bob gave Carbon a real ride, and 
while the horse could have had a 
pit more pace, his fences were nice 
and he stood back more consistently. 
Bud Landrum on the _ Rio 
Ranch’s Azure Star amazed the aud- 
ience with a real hunter go; some- 
‘thing new for the little mare, She 
was galloping on and standing off 
her fences like a real veteran, and 
she took home a well-deserved 2nd. 
Third ribbon was taken by the Blak- 
iston Stable’s Grey Skies, Jimmy 
Donaldson up, turning in a nice 
smooth go. Joe Blackwell riding 
Sonny Bravo, also from the Rio 
Bravo Ranch, had a clean go, but 
questionable way of fencing for 4th. 

The jumper-knock-down-and-out 
was a good class inasmuch as it 
had the horses really jumping to 
be in the money. There were 5 clean 
performances from a class of 18 and 
only 4 ribbons. The jump-off was 
once around, or 4 jumps; Coin Col- 
lector made three and was out on 
the last to win the class for owner 
rider Don Dodge. Brazil, owned and 
ridden by Nay Sexton, cleared two 
and was out on the 3rd, and jumped 
off again with North Light, owner 
Howard Gass up, who also was out 
on the 8rd. Brazil hit the 3rd fence 
again, but North Light connected 
with the 3rd to give Miss Sexton 
place money. Rudy Smithers on his 
Rex Qui Salit and Ellen Lincoln on 
the Dincara Stock Farms’ Light Oo 
Day each cleared one fence in the 
first jump-off, and jumped again 
with Rex and Rudy clearing two 
fences for the ribbon, with Ellen 
Lincoln knocking down the 2nd one. 

The amateur jumpers class was 
good but much too long due to the 
fact that the low fences had many 
of the entrants going clean. The first 
four horses in the ring had no faults. 
In the jump-off, Rex Qui Salit and 
Rudy Smithers were clean again 
to win the class hands down, Owner- 
tider Don Dodge and Coin Collector 
came into place position with : 
faults just a half fault ahead oO 
Ellen Lincoln on the Dincara Stock 
Farms’ Light O’ Day. Jimmy Donald- 
son on Skyward, a Blackiston Stable 
Prospect, and Rudy Smithers’ Hop 
a Long, Bill Chandler up, each had 
5 faults, and in the 2nd jump-off, 
just between these two, Skyway had 
7 faults, leaving the way to fourth 
Place clear for Hop.a Long with 5 
faults.

Post Meridien Made 
Hunter Champion 
At Berryville, Va. 


Four horses and two men compet- 
ed with mud and flat races to cap- 
ture the spectators’ attention at the 
Berryville Horse Show and Races. 
Held July 30-31 at Berryville, Va., 
there was seldom a dull moment. 

First off, from Maryland came 
George DiPaula’s well known work- 
ing hunter but at this show, Post 
Meridien also entered the conforma- 
tion ranks. Getting his strongest 
competition from the Alvin I. Kay’s 
former National Horse Show hunt- 
er champion, Portmaker, Post Meri- 
dien and rider, Miss Eileen Smith, 
kept right behind and sometimes in 
front but the conformation ladies’ 
hunters turned the tables. Mrs. Jane 
Pohl Rust rode Portmaker and there 
was some question as to whether it 
was once around the ring or twice. 
They went once, left the ring, came 
back and completed the course. With 
Post Meridien awarded the blue and 
Portmaker the red, a protest was 
made and Portmaker was disquali- 
fied. Portmaker and Jane stayed on 
the right course for the hunter stake 
and annexed the blue but over the 
chicken coop in the ring, Post Meri- 
dien slipped made a good recovery 
and was 8rd behind Springsbury 
Farm’s Erin Beau.

Horses Compete At 6 Feet Ten Inches; 
Mr. and Mrs. Butler’s Tamarack Is Winner

The 3rd Annual San Diego Nation- 
al Horse Show was held from June 
22 through the 27th at Del Mar, 
California. In a few classes in the 
hunter division as well as the high- 
jump class there seemed to be de- 
finite dissatisfaction with the deci- 
sions handed down by Mr. Harry 
Gorham. 

The hunters-Thoroughbred class 
started the hunter division the Ist 
rode Bonameo 


night. Ellen Lincoln 

to ist place with a clean go, and

The amateur 
won by the Blakiston Stable’s Sky- 
ways with Tommie Blakiston, Jr., 
up having the only clean round of 
the class. Mr. and Mrs. Cornelius 
3utler’s Tamarack, Mr. Butler up, 
had one fault tying with Jean Rarig’s 
Night Watch and Proud Bob owned 
by Vernon M. Burns. In the jump- 
off. Tamarack went clean and took 
2nd away from Night Watch with 
five faults, ending up in 3rd posi- 
tion, and Proud Bob for 4th with 
eight faults. : 

The class of hunters-children’s 
was quite a good one. Ann Fullin- 
wider rode her horse Gracias to the 
blue with the horse’s mouth being 
open the whole time the major fault. 

The amateur hunters was rather 
a large class and some good hunter 
performances were turned in espec- 
ially Leone G. Wilson’s Culpeper 
who won the class. The Blakiston 
Stable’s Yellow Sleeves turned in a 
beautiful go for rider Tommis Blak- 
iston, Jr., to win 2nd. Peggy Platz’ 
Carbon Copy, Bob Egan up, came in 
for 3rd. 

Ellen Lincoln again rode Bon- 
ameo and had a fair performance 
and clean to take 4th over Miss Mary 
Roger’s Victory, Mrs. R. Egan up, 
who had a very nice round until the 
last fence when he seemed to go to 
sleep and tripped over the fence 
without knocking it down, but it 
was really some jump. 


The hunter stake open weights 
was a good win for Miss Peggy 
Platz’ Carbon Copy shown by Bob 
Egan. Carbon really went on and 


jumped in a way that had been miss- 
ine through the rest of the show. 
He had a couple of mildly sticky 
fences but his conformation made 
up for that with some to spare. Ellen 
Lincoln and Bonameo had a couple 
of bad fences but a nice go to come 
in for the 2nd ribbon with third go- 
ing to Bud Landrum on the Rio 
Bravo Ranch’s Azure Star. Azure 
Star, often shown as a polo pony and 
sometimes jumping that way, went 
nicely all through the show and 
had a good enough performance to 
come in the money here even with- 
out much conformation to back it 
up. Mrs. Robert Egan astride Mary 
Rogers’ Victory took 4th with a 
smooth well-mannered round leaving 
two fences a little out of order. 

The working hunter class was 
won by Leone G. Wilson’s Culpeper,

Peter Lert up, with one hard knock 
and a good go. Mrs. Maria Springer’s 
Bay Fern ridden by R. Egan came 
in for 2nd with a good hunter per- 
formance and also having a hard 
knock. Rio Bravo Ranch’s Sonny 
Bravo had a few bad fences coupled 
with an only fair round to come in 
3rd. Fourth went to Mrs. Charles 
Estes’ Mr. MacTavish with Jimmy 
Donaldson aboard. 

Last, but certainly not least, we 
come to the high-jump class, jumper 
sweepstake. Mr. Fred Veasey was 
present in the ring during this class; 
as you know, he is the one who 
rode Greatheart to break the world’s 
high-jump record. There was one 
fence in the class of regulation high- 
jump specifications with the board 
underneath and poles going up to 
the starting heighth of 4’-9’. Each 
horse was allowed three tries on 
the fence. The jump reached the 
heighth of 6’-0” before anyone was 
eliminated. It was really amazing to 
see that the calibre of the open 
horses here on the west coast was 
so high; a number of them went to 
6'-7 3-4" before being eliminated. 
At 6’-10 3-4" Mrs. J. J. Kessler on 
her Mr. McGonigle was eliminated. 
Mrs. Kessler fell once during the 
jumping spraining her ankle, but 
continued on until the heighth quot- 
ed. Out of the four horses trying 
for this fence that had not previous- 


ly been eliminated, three made it. 
Mr. and Mrs. Cornelius’ Butler’s 
Tamarack, Cornelius Butler’ up, 


cleared this fence on his Ist try to 
win the class. Marjorie Weadock’s 
Mr. Big ridden by Clyde Kennedy, 
who showed two horses in this class, 
the other being eliminated earlier, 
and William Nissen’s Rolling Stone 
whose age is reported as being any- 
where between 19 and 27, and rid- 
den by a college student of 20, who 
looks more like 14, Miss Evelyn Kin- 
ley. One of the complaints in this 
class came in the tying of the 2nd 
and 3rd ribbons. Mr. Big was award- 
ed 2nd and Rolling Stone 3rd. All 
the awards were made by the num- 
ber of tries needed on the final 
fence of 6’-10 3-4’ which had to be 
done since the class had already last- 
ed an hour and a half. Mr. Big 
made the fence on his 3rd try, while 
Rolling Stone was officially announ- 
ced clean on his 2nd. Surprisingly 
the next day the names of Tamarack 
and Mr. Big were read as the only 
2 horses to make this jump and, in- 
cidentally, break the all-time Cali- 
fornia record. After the class, (the 
next day), the rider of Rolling Stone 
was told that her horse hadn’t clear- 
ed the fence but had moved the bar. 
If so, she shouldn’t have been an- 
nounced over and the decision rever- 
sed. If the pole had been knocked 
down, Rolling Stone should have 
been allowed a 3rd and final‘ try at 
the fence, this being provided for in 
the rules of the class. In my book 
there are 3 horses who broke the 
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California record that night instead 
of only the 2 announced. The per- 
petual trophy for this class, to be 
won three times by the same rider, 
was sponsored by Mrs. David Lin- 
coln in honor of her great jumping 
horse, Sports Crusader. Fourth prize 
went to Mrs. J. J. Kessler on Mr.

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Sandanona Beagles On Nantucket 
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Morgan Wings Wedding Gift Pack Opens 
Their Season At Altar Rock In Preparation 
For Fall Season At Millbrook

The Sandanona Beagles, a new 
pack composed entirely of wedding 
presents to Anne and Morgan Wing 
Jr., held their opening meet July 
14th at Altar Rock, Nantucket Is- 
land. Morgan’s marriage to Anne W. 
Vogels, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
David S. Vogels, on June 26th cli- 
maxed a real beagle romance, which 
started on an expedition to Nan- 
tucket this past New Year’s when 
Josiah H. Child at the suggestion of 
his whip brought the Waldingfield 
Beagles to hunt hare on Nantucket. 
Morgan was one of the 19 who made 
this memorable trip. Four couple 
were hunted by Morgan with Anne 
and me whipping to him. The 
field consisted of my daughter Phil- 
lippa and Irene and Sandy Mackay. 
Phillippa’s progress was somewhat 
impeded by her beagle, Beauty, who 
came along on a leash and took as 
much interest in hunting as Ferdin- 
and did in a bull fighter. 


Altar Rock is the highest point on 
the Island and served two hundred 
years ago as the sacrificial block of 
the now extinct Nantucket Indians. 
They could not have chosen a more 
beautiful place. The moor falls away 
from the rock in rolling carpets of 
green gorse, spotted here and there 
by wild roses and purple thistle. 
Three small lakes glisten in the hol- 
lows, and a great variety of moor 
birds dart about the bushes. The sea 
and the bay are just visible on two 
sides and the sky meets the moor on 
the others.. 

From a hunting standpoint, it was 
not a successful day, hare being 
scarce and the field picking flowers, 
but few packs could begin their 
hunting career in a lovelier setting, 
It reminded me of some of the very 
early prints of beagling in Somerset, 
where the artists caught the blues 
and yellows of the south country 
moors and almost forgot to include 
the hounds and hunters. 


The Sandanona stem from almost 
all the best known packs in the 
country. C. Oliver Iselin Jr. master 
of the Wolver Beables of Middleburg, 
Virginia, donated Baker and Ranger. 
Josiah H. Child, master of the Wald- 
ingfield of South Westport, Mass., 


gave Piper. Durable and Durham 
came from John C. Baker Jr., master 
of the Buckram on Long _ Island. 
Chetwood Smith, master of the re- 
nowned Sir Sister Beagles of Boston 
is sending two hounds, names un- 
known. Mirthful and Mystery, two 
very fine looking bitches, were pre- 
sented by R. V. 'N. Gambrill, Master 
of the excellent Vernon Somerset 
Beagles, Peapack. N. J. Tom Grier, 
master of the Bethel Lake Beagles 
of Sewell, New Jersey, has another 
on the way; and Arthur Armstrong 
and Andrew Ford of the Whitford 
Beagles out in Cleveland, Ohio, are 
also sending a four-legged present. 

Permission has been asked of 
Frederick Bontecou, master of the 
Millbrook Hunt to hunt the Sand- 
anona during the fall and winter 
months at Millbrook, New York, 
over the southern country of the 
fox hounds. The Wings have rented 
a house in Millbrook and plan to 
hunt the European hare there from 
September to March. The Millbrook 
area, incidentally, is one of the very 
few in the country where European 
hare are found. They were released 
there fifty years ago by a German 
businessman Mr. C. F. _ Dieterich 
who missed the fauna of Bavaria. 

The name Sandanona originated 
with Morgan Wing’s great grand- 
father, who built a house by that 
name in Millbrook in 1810. The 
name lives today through the same 
house and the Sandanona Pheasantry 
which belongs to Morgan’s father, 
where I have had some excellent 
shooting. 

The Wings hav. submitted colors 
to the National Beagle Club—yellow 
with grey piping. This is particularly 
appropriate, as yellow is the basic 
color of the Waldingfield Beagles, 
for which pack Anne whipped for 
three years, and grey is the color of 
the Buckram Beagles, of which Mor- 
gan was joint master with John 
Baker for ten years. 

The Sandanona will enter a two 
and four-couple pack in the Nat- 
ional Beagle Club Trials at Aldie, 
Virginia, this fall. It will be the 59th 
running of the National Trials, and 
Morgan, as Secretary of the National 
Beagle Club, will have a double in-

Mr. Streever’s Book  ' 


On Trail Hound 
And The Olympics 


Sydney R. Smith 

“The American Trial Hound’ 
aroused my wrath. The author, Fred 
Streever, dismisses the whole sub- 
ject of organized hunting with the 
assertion that this form of sport 
finds no support in America except 
by a few imitators of the English. 
Being irate I sat me down to my 
Remington and indicted a rebuke to 
the author telling him that he knew 
not whereof,he spoke. There came 
back an olive branch. Mr. Streever 
replied: ‘‘Jack Daucher had written 
me of you and threatened to bring 
you up here and chase me into my 
den. I’ll be more than glad to wel- 
come you for indeed the fox and 
foxhounds in America need all the 
help they can get in these days of 
prejudice against the fox.’’ Mr. Stre- 
ever conceded that riding to hounds 
could constitute the greatest possi- 
ble sport, and went on to say “‘With- 
in the circle of ‘one gallus foxhun- 
ters’ I know there is little acquain- 
tance with the formal Hunt. So, per- 
chance, it was ignorance rather than 
prejudice which was responsible for 
the apparent but unintentional 
slight.’’ This raises a point which is 
undeniably true and which is a seri- 
ous matter to which foxhunters of 
all denominations should devote 
some thought in their own selfish 
interests. After all, whether we hunt 
on a horse or on snowshoes or sit 


around a fire with a jug of “Cawn”, 


we all have a common and basic in- 
terest in the fox and unless the fox- 
hunters of the various schools come 
to understand each other and pool 
their strength in an ‘‘American Fox- 
hunters Association’, we will wake 
up one fine day and find that we are 
all out of luck and that more uni- 
fied bird shooters and such have 
contrived to legislate the fox out of 
existance. 

Having warned organized foxhun- 
ters that one brief paragraph in The 
American Trail Hound is likely to 
make them apoplectic, I suggest that 
the rest of the book may ie read 
by hound men with interest and to 





terest in the proceedings. He also 
expects to compete in the pack trials 
at Gladstone, New Jersey, which pre- 
ceed the National Trials.

advantage. Mr. Streever is the Ken- 
nel Editor of ‘‘Hunting and Fishing”’ 
combined with “National Sportsman” 
and has been an owner and breeder 
of hounds for many years. Although 
his methods may be unorthodox from 
the standpoint of the organized 
Hunt establishment, the author un- 
deniably knows hounds and such that 
he has to say is of universal ap- 
plication. It is not a book for the 
casual reader of sporting literature 
or for those who are interested pri- 
marily in gallumphing over a land- 
scape but those who are concerned 
with hounds, their various uses, 
varieties, maladies, etc., are likely to 
be interested even when they dis- 
agree—or, perhaps, because they will 
find material that invites argument.

Yearling Market Continues Strong 


With Great Demand Still For Top 
Horses In Highest Price Brackets

The first day of the Keeneland 
auctions showed a remarkably strong 
market. On the second day it falter- 
er perceptibly, and there was a sus- 
picion that things were about to go 
“phut”. The third day shattered this, 
and on the fourth it was proved that 
the market was, essentially, just as 
strong as it had been in 1947. The 
average was $6,580 against $6,827, 
but a drop of this extent is hardly 
Significant at all. 

The strength of the market seemed 
greater at the top. Of the 425 year- 

, 75, or about one in six, went 
‘at $10,000 or more, and three reach- 
ed or passed $40,000. This was not 
Much away from the 1947 figures, 
When there were 11 more yearlings, 
and seven more which hit the $10,- 
000 mark. 

If there was a weakness, it was in 

rses which might be expected to 
sell for $5,000 or so. Probably, in 

Tespect, Keeneland was paying

handed from the Keeneland sales, or 
paid more than they liked for what 
they got. Some of these stayed 
away this year, and there was less 
competition in the middle-priced 
field. 

However, there was a sag at the 
extreme bottom, too. For two years, 
no Keeneland yearling went for less 
than $1,000, though once or twice the 
auctioneers almost had to go down 
and search the customers to get that 
figure. This year three yearlings 
went under it, one selling for $800 
and two for $900. 

Count Fleet, ‘whose first crop is 
racing now, and includes Our Fleet 
and Ennobled, was the most popular 
of the young stallions. He had ten 
yearlings in the sale, and they aver- 
aged $17,270. Every one of them 
beat the market average, and of 
course it was one of his fillies from 
Banish Fear, which took $46,000 of 
California oil money from George 
Ring. The next highest price among 
the Count Fleets was $32,000, which 
Paul Mellon paid for a colt out of 
Matriarch. 


Requested, which could never run 
with Alsab on the tracks, was run- 
ning away from him in the sales 
ring. The six Alsabs sold brought 
an average of $3,733, while the five 
by Requested averaged $7,960. This 
isn’t an entirely fair comparison, . be- 
cause Alsab had only two colts, 
against Requested’s four, but the best 
Alsab went only to $4,100, while one 
of Requested’s colts, out of Cunning 
Anne, cost H. A. Grant $17,000. 


Requested went to the stud a year 
earlier than Alsab, and this year had 
the “vice president’, My Request, to 
show, as well as Miss Request, Com- 
pliance and Prince Quest. Alsab had 
only the 2-year-old Alsab’s Day, and 
while he won a stakes event, he wait- 
ed with low cunning until all the 
Alsab yearlings were sold. 

Though the sales were as good as 
those of last year, the bidding wasn’t. 
Buyers seemed to have some faint 
reluctance to tossing in their money, 
a circumstané which was not notice- 
able in either 1946 or 1947. But they 
wanted yearlings, and _ eventually 
they prized each other up and the 
market didn’t sag. 

It will be interesting now to watch 
affairs at Saratoga, which seems cer- 
tain to drop more than Keeneland 
did. This is not because .Saratoga 
buyers are any less willing to pay 
good prices, nor because the top 
stock is inferior to that at Keeneland. 
But it is an open sale, to most pur- 
poses, and consequently contains a 
certain amount of trash. Also it in- 
cludes more yearlings than ever be- 
fore, and both of these factors knock 


down the average. It’s probably 
much more accurate to compare the 
prices paid for good horses at the 
two sales than to compare averages. 

There was one place where I 
thought I detected a mild irony of 
circumstance. The Kentucky Thor- 
oughbred Breeders Association be- 
gan, in 1947, a campaign to stress the 
importance of broodmares. The 
merits of this are a little doubtful to 
me, because everyone who breeds 
horses already knows it, and I don’t 
know that there’s any use impres- 
sing anyone else. However, that’s 
the Association’s business. 

Well, anyway, after each racing 
year, the members pick out a “brood- 
mare of the year”, have an oil paint- 
ing made of it and present it, at the 
Keeneland sales, to the owner. Last 
year the honor went to Ogden Phipps’ 
Bloodroot. This time (based on rac- 
ing in and before 1947), the selection 
was the Wildair mare, Potheen, 
whose eight winners include Pot o’ 
Luck, Theen, and Bewitch. You could 
hardly quarrel with the selection. 

But the presentation was made in 
the middle of a sales series in which 
Potheen’s current yearling, by 
Chance Play, was shucked off in the 
Calumet consignment, for while I 
should not call these yearlings culls, 
I am sure. that after winning about 
$1,200,000 in 1947, Calumet is not yet 
hard-pressed enough to have to dis- 
pose of its best yearlings. Besides, 
if it had, ’'d have heard Ben Jones 
wailing. Anyway, Potheen’s yearling 
was sold, and A. E. Reuben got him 
for $10,100.

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Miles Standish To Sky Miracle 





Home Bred Son of Teddy’s Comet Carries 
Mrs. Sloane’s Silks To Victory At Suffolk 
Downs After Initial Defeat By Egretta

Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane’s Brook- 
meade Stable has subscribed to more 
New England stakes and sent more 
horses from New York and New 
Jersey down East to fill their en- 
gagements in New England stakes 
than any other invading stable and 
it was only fitting that Trainer Pres- 
ton Burch’s perseverance should be 
rewarded sooner or later. But I 
suspect that Sky Miracle, who won 
the fourteenth running of the $10,- 
000 added Miles Standish Stakes at 
Suffolk Downs on July 31st, was 
not the horse Burch had more con- 
fidence in than any of the others. 


Sky Miracle is a home-bred bay 
son of Teddy's Comet and Harlem 
Belle, she by The Porter, who was 
winning his first stakes race and his 
second victory in the five and one 
half furlongs of the Miles Standish. 
His initial score was accomplished in 
a maiden special weights affair at 
Belmont Park on June 16th when 
he whipped such as Feudal King 
and Bosmet rather easily. He was 
then shipped to New England for 
the Narragansett Nursery Stakes 
with the high hopes of his stable, 
but he ran rather dismally in that 
event, which was won by the gra- 
duated plater, Egretta, a filly Jerry 
McCarthy of Detroit claimed for 
$7,500 in Florida last winter from 
North Wales. 


Consequently, he was more or less 
overlooked in the Miles Standish, 
which is reserved for colts and geld- 
ings, and paid $11.40, $6.40 and 
$5.60. His victory was worth $10,- 
750, considerably more than _ his 
combined earnings in six previous 
starts, and ran his bank account up 
to $14,150 for the year. 


Sky Miracle was made a winner 
when Job Dean Jessop, the leading 
rider of 1946, elected to take the 
rail route with him. It was the third 
time this year that the rail route 
has paid off in a New England stake 
race. Most notable winner on that 
charted course was D. A. Rosen- 
baum’s Reborn who won the Black- 
stone Valley Handicap by skimming 
the turns. New England riders seem 
to prefer the outside route. 

Behind the winner the two best 
performances were turned in by 
Charley Rufi’s Blue Grip and R. B. 
Carroll’s Whirltown, a good looking 
bay son of Johnstown and Whirligig 
who was making his ffirst start. 
Whirltown was a contender all the 
way and will probably improve 
greatly off his experience. Blue Grip 
moved from last place at the head 
of the stretch to collect second 
money. 


John W. Galbreath’s Danherst was 
made a short-priced favorite in the 
field on the strength of two wins im 
allowance company at Deleware 
Park and the rumor that he was a 
real good one. 


That son of *Pharamond 2nd—. 
Desert Mirage ran well, but not well 
enough to finish better than fourth. 
He took over the lead from E. P.. 
Rodriguez’s Fighting Louie, the: 
early pace setter, at the five six- 
teenths pole and held it until Sky 
Miracle collared him just after leav- 
ing the eighth pole. Then he was all 
done. 


Irving Gushen’s Andy’s Glory con-- 
tinued to improve and again turned 
back a field of very capable handi- 
cap performers of the older age 
brackets in the Buzzard’s Bay Purse, 
one mile and a sixteenth allowance 
event which occupied the seventh 
spot on the July 31st program. While 
he was the lightweight of the field 
at 104 pounds and Incline was the 
topweight at 126 pounds, the Andy 
K. colt still turned in an excellent 
performance while stepping off the 
distance in 1:45 under Apprentice: 
Clarence Picou’s handling. Circle K.. 
Farm’s Misleader was third. 


A visitor to Suffolk Downs re- 
cently was Dudley P. Rogers, presi- 
dent of the American Kennel Club, 
who makes his home on’his Wethers- 
field Farm in nearby Danvers. 
Rogers, former president of the 
Myopia Hunt Club, has never been 
a great race horse fancier, but was 
very fond of polo and played that 
exhausting game at Myopia and 
Princemere until he was well past 
the half century mark. He only quit 
then on the advice of his physician. 
Rogers watched the running of the 
Miles Standish Stakes from the 
Steward’s Stand at the invitation of 
William Almy, Jr., director of rac- 
ing at the East Boston track. 


J. L. MeKnight’s Agrarian U., 
just about tops among the New Eng- 
land sprinters during the 1947 
campaign, showed signs of return- 
ing to form in The Salem Handicap 
at Suffolk Downs recently. The six- 
year-old gelded son of Agrarian, 
who won ten of twenty-one starts 
a year ago and $51,225 in prize 
money, stepped six furlongs in 1:11 
flat, good time at the meeting, while 
beating a good field of sprinters 
which included G. T. Babin’s Dock- 
stader, The Frances Stable’s Tarpay 
and E. K. Bryson’s Going Airy.

American Buyers Disappoint French 





Bloodstock Agency Receives Average 
Of $4,977 For 22 Yearlings Consigned 
To Tattersall’s In Lexington, July 30th

Great-Grandmother Clarissa Grif- 
fin Pardee was a twin. According to 
some of the old tales twins were 
liable to repeat in the fourth genera- 
tion. But Nature was merciful to the 
folks and didn’t bring two when this 
correspondent was born. However, 
there are times when it would be 
right handy to be twins. You could 
then be in two places at one and the 
same time. That was the problem 
last week. 

Arlington Park was winding up 
its 1948 meeting with some good 
racing including the Arlington Clas- 
sic, Matron Handicap and Pollyanna 
Stakes. Horse auctions were being 
held at Lexington, Ky. Ordinarily, 
commuting between Chicago and 
Lexington is a breeze. But here was 
no ordinary circumstance. This ob- 
server was in a hell of a fix. But 
you can usually compromise. It’s 
often better to be late than never. 
That’s what happened. 

The arrival at Lexington occured 
right in the middle of the Keeneland 
summer yearling sales. The Chron- 
icle’s publisher, Stacy B. Lloyd, was 
found doing a regular staff man’s 
job. His remarks on the Keeneland 
vendue will be found elsewhere. 

Next day after the Keeneland 
sales Tattersalls held a sale of 68 
head of horses at their barn out- 
side the Lexington trotting track. 
Publisher Lloyd isn’t twins either, 
he had to be back in Middleburg, so 
a report on the Tattersall sale was 
left to this department. 

Chief interest in the Tattersall 
sale centered on the 22 French-bred 
yearlings consigned by the French 
Bloodstock Agency for various 
breeders and owners. (One colt, 
temporarily out of sales condition 
was withdrawn). Total for the 22 
French-breds sold was $109,500, Wn 
average of $4,977. The total for the 
entire Tattersall sale, 68 head, was 
$189,050, average $2,780. The total 
included 6 mares (4 with sucklings), 
one stallion, 61 yearlings. 

The French yearlings mostly were 
on the small side compared with 
American yearlings which go to the 
auctions. This was accounted for 
partly by differences in methods of 
preparation, the French doing less 
pushing and stall feeding in prepar- 
ing for sales. The hard trip from 
France to Lexington and the short 
period intervening before the sale 
also accounted for some lightness 
in flesh. The generai improvement 
in that time testified to the skill of 
Pete Williams in handling them at 
Duntreath Farm. 

On the whole, they looked like 
tough horses. They were regarded 
as father typical of French-breds, all 


things considered. The 
seemed to prevail that, if they are 
typical now, they might also’ be 
typical of French horses when they 
reach the races. 

Considering all factors, the French 
sale seemed to exceed most of the 
ringside advance predictions and ex- 
pectations. But Monsieur C. V. Tho- 
mas, of the French Bloodstock 
Agency, said some words which 
translated intu an expression of dis- 
appointment (He speaks’ English 
well). It was reported that the 
Frenchmen will be back again with 
more yearlings. 

Top yearling of the sale was the 
brown colt *Tico-Tico (all the 
French yearlings were named). 
*Tico-Tico is by Nasrullah—River 
Princess, by Windsor Lad. He was 
bought by Thomas B. Cromwell for 
the account of Robert Sterling Clark 
for $20,000. 

Mr. Cromwell also paid $7,000 for 
the chestnut filly *Zumba (LePacha 
—Visite Royale, by Admiral Drake) 
for the same international sportsman. 

O. F. Grissom, for $13,800, pur- 
chased *Djymy, bay colt by Djebel— 
La Farandole, by Chateau Bouscaut. 
This was the only Djebel in the sale. 
in fact said to be the only Djebel 
yearling to be sold in 1948. 

*Verite, grey filly by Victrix— 
Vanity Fair, by Fair Copy came in 
for considerable attention, was well 
liked and went to Humphrey S. Fin- 
ney (as agent) for $10,000. Mr. Fin- 
ney also bought the only Tourbillon, 
the bay filly *Peau de Balle, out of 
Parabole, by Kircubbin. It was not 
disclosed immediately for whose ac- 
count Mr. Finney was acting. 

In his capacity as the sale announ- 
cer, Mr. Finney frequently pointed 
out pedigree points and other fac- 
tors which might have been over- 
looked by many bidders. Prior to 
the sale uy. A. Estes, editor of The 
Blood Horse, was called to the stand 
to discuss briefly the views of an 
expert on French breeding and rac- 
ing. French horses can sprint as 
well as stay, he reminded the audi- 
ence. 

Finale At Arlington Park 

Now back to Arlington for a hur- 
ried resume of the final week. The 
decline in mutuel handle from last 
year was about eight per cent, 
$36,849,556 as against $40,064,428. 

When it became known that Calu- 
met Farm’s champion 3-year-old 
Citation was out of the Arlington 
Classic three colts were shipped in 
from the East for the race. These 
were B. F. Whitaker’s My Request, 
King Ranch’s Better Self, D. A. 
Rosenbaum’s Reborn. They finished

Improved Conditions In Racing Establishments 
After American Fashion Long Felt Need In 
England Where Amenities Are Far Between

Four years ago racehorse owners 
experienced the frustration that 
comes from ineffective individual 
action and banded together in the 
form of The Racehorse Owners As- 
sociation. Many conflicting voices be- 
came one, and at the fourth annual 
general meeting this month it was 
announced that the membership was 
nearly 700. This showed an increase 
of 70 per cent, and the executive 
council fairly claimed that the figure 
was an indication that their work 
was worthwhile. 

I suspect that in Americ’ there 
are a number of things that own- 
ers would like to see done. Condi- 
tions here resulting from the after- 
math of the war make that number 
a legion. The first and most vital 
concern of owners was the abolition 
of the general petrol ration. There 
was little point in owning horses if 
you couldn’t go to see them run. 
In September last the Association 
were given the opportunity of meet- 
ing Government officials, and the 
case, based on the fact that owning, 
sale, purchase, and racing of blood- 
stock was as much a business as 
dealing in any other kind of live- 
ptock, was recognised, and such 
journeys were considered essential. 
That is now in the past, but serves 
to show the usefulness of concerted 
action in dealing with Government 
Departments who generally have 
little knowledge of the subject, even 
to the extent of failing to appreciate 
the capacity of bloodstock earning 
foreign currency. 

One of the most pressing matters 
on the present agenda is the need 
to improve conditions for the paying 
public. There should be brighter 
bars and better catering; seats so 
that leg weariness should not be the 
natural outcome of a day’s racing; 
more cloakrooms and cleaner toilets; 
improved number boards and more 
comprehensive racecards. You have 
all these things in America and how 
welcome they are. Regular racing 
here is hard work and the pleasure 
lies with the horses, not with ameni- 
ties. There are good reasons for 
some of these drawbacks, but they 
cannot remain good indefinitely. The 
Racehorse Owners’ Association in- 
tends to see that the spotlight is 
kept on the public’s end of the 
sport. Showmanship pays a dividend 
in the world of entertainment, but at 
the moment the visitor attends the 
ritual of racing in the manner of a 
paying guest at an uncomfortable 
but ever so distinguished club. The 
only piece of showmanship is provid- 
ed by the horses. 

Since writing about the Russell 
case, there have been at the most 
two or three cases of doping, and 
the subsequent warning off of the 
trainer. In each case the responsibi- 
lity of the trainer for his horses has 
been re-emphasised, and alleged 
ignorance of the doping has been 
no defense. The Association is press- 
ing for more adequate supervision 
of racecourse stables to prevent un- 
desirable and unauthorised persons 
from entering. The owner is only 
indirectly concerned in this matter, 
but it is to his interest to see that a 
trainer is safeguarded by normal 
precautions. 

These and other recommendations 
were made public after the last 
meeting of the Association. At the 
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end of the report the proposals were 
laid at the feet of the Jockey Club 
in the statement that despite the As- 
sociation having asked for meetings 
and the opportunity of consultation 
with the Stewards, nothing had been 
heard in reply. The Stewards snub- 
bed the unhappy owners with the 
answer that all the proposals had al- 
ready been considered and appro- 
priate action dependent on the pre- 
sent circumstances had been taken. 

I was reminded of a quartet of 
portly and aged gentlemen who sit 
permanently in the bay window of 
a London Club, whose origin dates 
back a century or more. Across the 
road a rival club offers all the 
amenities of bars, turkish bath, and 
swimming pool. It has no past asso- 
ciations, it is new and aims to serve. 
The aged gentlemen are amazed 
that what they have to offer from 
the past does not suffice the modern 
generation. 


Imaginative School 
Of Sporting Art As 
Seen By Mr. Flannery 


Saratoga laden with its Victorian 
atmosphere, its ancient hotels and 
a turf history that is representative 
of the best sport America has had 
to offer, has opened its track for 
another season. With the racing 
comes the traditional yearling sales 
whose spirit has been so well cap- 
tured by Vaughn Flannery in his 
painting on the cover this week. 
Whereas Keeneland is all business, 
Saratoga is all pleasure, It would be 
hard to change either as both are 
institutions and it would be a great 
pity if either were to change its 
type. 

Mr. Flannery is not a member of 
the English school of horse paint- 
ings, but pays homage to the Spain 
of El Greco and Goya and the Corots 
and Degas of France. His interest in 
painting has been almost entirely 
gevoted, to ‘the American ‘racing 
scene, its color, action and general 
pattern. His is an intense feeling for 
the place and the horses he obser- 
ves there as they appear to him as 
an artist, rather than a zoological 
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record or an anatomic study. Mr. 
Flannery has offered a great deal] 
to American sporting art in imagin- 
ative contributions that often come 
as a surprise to those accustomed to 
seeing horses photograhically port- 
rayed in the English tradition. 

A student of Frederick Victor 
Poole, a Slade School man from 
London, Mr. Flannery paints as he 
sees his subject, not as the subject 
appears on a photograph. He was 
once told by Mr. Poole, ‘‘If you have 
talent you will paint a picture, if 
you have not talent, you will paint 
horses.”’ This piece of advice, Mr. 
Flannery says, has haunted him all 
of his life, but having elected to fol- 
low both painting and horse racing, 
he secures a doubie pleasure from 
both occupations.

On Wednesday, July 14th, the 
Thoroughbred Horse Breeders Assoc- 
jation of New Jersey held their sec- 
ond annual yearling show in the pad- 
dock of the Monmouth Park race 
track, Oceanport, New Jersey. Twen- 
ty-two owners sent their prospects to 
be judged by Preston M. Burch, with 
over two hundred spectators. Judg- 
ing started at ten o’clock, and ended 
just before one, in plenty of time for 
getting in on the daily double. 

There were 25 entries in the colt 
class, which was dominated by the 
Helis Farm entries from Jobstown. 
They accounted for three of the four 
ribbons, and their bay colt, by Val- 
dina Orphan, out of Pamela C., by 
Stimulus, also won the championship. 
Second to him in the colt class was 
his stablemate, a lovely chestnut by 
*Rounders—Loveday, by Petee- 
Wrack, and another Valdina Orphan, 
a chestnut out of MHighdine, was 
fourth. ‘These wins should be par- 
ticularly pleasing to both Mr. Helis 
and Humphrey Finney, who was an 
excellent announcer, and reminded 
the crowd that the Helis yearlings 
are all to be sold through the Fasig- 
Tipton Co., and that the catalogue 
was available from him then. There 
are over 40 Helis yearlings listed in 


it. 

The third place was won by Mrs. 
Dora Kellogg, who sent four year- 
lings from her farm at Princeton. 
This colt, a bay, by Deil—Red Moon, 
by Burning Blaze, was_ particularly 
nice. In fact, 90% of the horses 
shown were good looking. Particu- 
larly so was Michael Erlanger’s brown 
colt by Teddy Weed—*Sonino, by 
Son-In-Law and M. J. O’Leary’s 
chestnut by his Silver Horde—Pete’s 
Lady, by Osiris II. These two stayed 


in the ring until the ribbons were 
pinned, and it was nip and tuck who 
would be in the ribbons out of these 
final six horses. 

The filly class had fifty-six entries, 
and outstanding was the bay filly 
owned by Irving Kirschbaum’s Caro- 
lyn K. farm. She is by Valdina Or- 
phan out of Mismate, by High Strung, 
and seemed to catch everyone’s eye 
at once. Her stablemate was third, 
also by Valdina Orphan (who was 
certainly the popular sire here), out 
of a Zacaweista mare. 

Mrs. Andrew Shuttinger’s bay filly 
by Lochinvar—Battle Smoke, by 
*Blenheim II took the red ribbon, and 
was another outstanding entry. And 
the fourth place went to Woodland 
Farm’s filly by their Knave High, out 
of a Pillory mare. Owned and bred 
by Monmouth Park’s president, 
Amory L. Haskell, this was also a 
popular win. 

All eight ribbon winners were 
brought back for the championship, 
with the Helis colt winning this, and 
the Carolyn K. filly reserve. This is 
interesting, that out of the eight rib- 
bons pinned, four were won by the 
get of the Helis stud, Valdina Or- 
phan. 

Next year there will be a race for 
the horses shown in this class, called 
the Return Engagement. Unfortu- 
nately it did not fill this year, but 
with over 80 entries this year, it will 
be interesting to watch for it next 
year. 

This class is one of the most inter- 
esting events put on at Monmouth 
Park, and the interest shown by both 
entrants and spectators, should prove 
to be an outstanding feature of the 
New Jersey racing scene.

Purpose of Olympics For Horsemen 





Requirements of F. E. I. Rules Standardizes 
Horse Show Practice Among Nations To 
Develop Best Rounded Riding Technique

The equestrian events, during the 
present Olympic Games in England, 
once again draw the attention of all 
riders the world over. 

Having been a specialist for years 
in preparing riders and horses for 
this and other international events, 
I feel qualified to write about a few 
points of importance concerning the 
requirements asked from rider and 
horse. 

It must be stated here that an in- 
tensive training for both is necessary 
to be eligible for the team and more 
so if at least a fair success is expect- 
ed. Men and women in all branches 
of sport prepare themselves years 
ahead of the games. Only the out- 
standing of the best have a chance 
for victory. In general, success de- 
pends on the cooperation of mind 
and body of each individual sports- 
man. A smooth performance in equi- 
tation depends on the cooperation 
of mind and body of each individual 
sportsman. A smooth performance 
in equitation depends on the _ co- 
operation of two minds and two 
bodies. Here the horse is the most 
important part. 

To train rider and horse, in ac- 
cordance with the rules of the In- 
ternational Equestrian Federation 
(F. E. I.) requires enormous efforts 
from the trainer-teacher as well as 
from horse and rider. Everybody in- 
terested should know the meaning, 
purpose and principles of judging of 
this test. The task is composed by 
the international Dressage Commit- 
tee of the F. E. I. The rules are 
binding for all member nations and 
set the standard for the Olympic 
Dressage event. Since these most 
important rules are not generally 
known they are quoted here: 

F. E. L. Statutes, General Rules 

86. Dressage aims to render the 
horse “‘agreeable, that is at the same 
time keen yet submissive.” 

This double quality is shown: By 
the freedom of his gaits; by the har- 
mony, lightness, and ease of his 
movements; by the way he keeps a 
strictly true and straight position 
during all his work. 

87. Thus the horse gives the im- 
pression of handling himself. Confi- 
dent and attentive he responds read- 
ily and willingly to his rider. 

His walk is regular, free and ex- 
tended. 

His trot is natural, free and well 
cadenced. 

His gallop is united, light and 
cadenced. 

His haunches are never inert or 
lazy. At the first call of the rider, 
they become active, and in turn 
animate all other parts of the 
horse’s body. 

Thanks to his impulsion, always 
present, and to the elastic flexibility 
of his articulations, which are never 
impeded by resistance, he obeys wil- 
lingly and without hesitation, with 
calmness and precision all indica- 
tions of the aids. 

115. All movements should be ob- 
tained without perceptible effort on 
the part of the rider, who should be 
sitting upright, the loins and hips 
supple, thighs and legs fixed, the 
upper part of the body easy, free, 
and erect. 

The use of the voice, no matter 
how, single or repeated clucking, is 
formally forbidden; it is considered 
a very serious fault, and should re- 
sult in a cut of at least four points 
in the mark awarded for the move- 
ment during which it has been em- 
ployed. 

















Riding with two hands is requir- 
ed, except in the movements where 
it is specifically stated that the reins 
should be held in a single hand. 

These, in short, are the require- 
ments of the Olympic dressage test. 
However, to gain a clear picture it 
is necessary to understand the mean- 
ing of the word “‘dressage’’. 

It does not mean to teach the 
horse certain tricks or even such 
movements as piaffer, passage or 
pirouette as individual show pieces. 
It does mean that the three natural 
gaits walk, trot and gallop are sys- 
tematically developed to make it 
possible for the horse to carry itself 
and the rider with ease and grace 
through the various movements of 
the test. This can only be achieved 
through logical and consequent 
athletic training of the horse’s whole 
body. Such a horse may be compar- 
ed with an all round athlete, a com- 
bination of rurner-dancer-weight lif- 
ter. 

Here is the difference between the 
training for individual acts in con- 
trast to the athletic conditioning for 
a task in which a great variety of 
movements follow each other fluent- 
ly at the will of the rider. The art of 
training horses or other animals as 
dogs, tigers or elephants for show 
purposes to please the public by ef- 
fects stands as an art in itself but 
has nothing in common with the 
classical art of equitation, the heri- 
tage of generations. 

The principles of the classical art 
of riding, based on the physical and 
mental abilities of the horse are 
athletic training to make the horse 
fit to use its natural gaits to their 
best advantage under the _ rider. 
Through this gymnastic training the 
horse is prepared to fulfill the re- 
quirements of the Olympic task. To 
go through the prescribed move- 
ments at all is of secondary import- 
ance. [It is the HOW. that counts ac- 
quired through years of experience 
in the saddle. 

The purpose of athletic condition- 
ing of the horse aims for split sec- 
ond obedience. The horse must ad- 
just itself willingly and quickly to 
any desired change of direction as 
well as speed during which it must 
carry itself in balance, meaning that 
all combined weight must be evenly 
distributed on the four legs. The 
silhouette of horse and rider must 
at times fit into a narrow or a wider 
frame. The gait and the contact with 
the rider must at no time be dis- 
turbed. The elevated action of the 
forehand makes the horse appear 
like floating in the air and enables 
it to execute quick and smooth turns 
and transitions with the help of the 
more employed hindquarters. 

A saddle horse in such athletic 
condition will be fit for daily use 
during which it will economize its 
power. It will always be in the ad- 
vantage over a less gymnasticised 
one. 

The judging of the Olympic Dress- 
age Test is of rather complicated 
nature. However, it is important to 
understand the main principles. A 
committee of five judges of differ- 
ent nationalities determines the plac- 
ing of the competitors by points. 
Each movement and the transition 
period into another receives a point 
value from 0-10. 10 is the highest. 
The table of rating is as follows: 
10—perfect 
9—excellent 
8—very good 
7—g00d 
6—fairly good 
5—satisfactory 
4—mediocre 


3—passable 


2—bad 
1—-very bad 
0—failure 


If the rating by one of the judges 
differs more than 4 or more points 
between the different marks given 
for the same movement, the presi- 
dent of the judging committee asks 
the judge in question for his reasons.

The rating may then be changed if 
necessary. It would go too far to 
explain the complete’ process of 
judging as it is too complicated for 
this article. It must be mentioned 
that the valuation of certain move- 
ments as transitions at the gallop 
and the passage are multiplied by 
15. This indicates the importance of 
the gymnastic training without 
which such transitions and move- 
ments cannot be accomplished. To 
do individual movements or figures 
perfectly without equally perfect 
transitions is not enough. The whole 
task must be performed fluently. 

I want to impress that the re- 
quirements asked from rider and 





horse are so much higher than those 
necessary for other sports. To form 
two living beings of such different 
character into a harmonious unit is 
a@ great task and is rightly called a 
living piece of art. 

The Olympic Games have the main 
purpose to return to the participat- 
ing nations a group of men and 
women to be guiding examples in 
their particular field of sport. Not 
everybody has the time or ability to 
reach such a high perfection. Never- 
theless, if horsemen and _horse- 
women use the ways and means in 
equitation as employed by the Olym- 
pic team the sport will receive new 
impulsion. 

I mention ‘“‘horsewomen’’ because 
the signs are there that they will 
take part in the equestrian sports of 
the future Olympic Games.

Star Gazer To Bolter 


Dear Sir: 

In your issue dated July 18, there 
is another letter from Mr. Friedlaen- 
der with Mr. Baucher as the subject. 
In many respects I agree with Mr. 
Friedlaender as to the proper way 
to develop the horse in order to 
make a safe and pleasant mount. It 
is my opinion that in many ways he 
refers to the high school work of 
Baucher, and in this department of 
Baucher’s Method I have nothing to 
say because it has been very defini- 
tely established that this kind of 
work does very little if anything in 
developing the ability of the horse 
to go across country, in a handy and 
comfortable manner, therefore I 
have never attempted to teach any 
of them this kind of work with three 
exceptions to wit; The Passage, The 
Gallop Depart, and the Flying 
Change of Lead; all of which 1 
think he will admit will improve a 
horse’s “manner of going”, in the 
field and particularly in the show 
ring. 

The exercises that I have sent 
you and that you have published I 
have taken from Baucher and in NO 
case have { had an unsatisfactory 
performance since I began to use 
them in 1911. There are of course 
some of my own exercises included 
in the course, all horses to which 
my course has been applied have 
shown a very decided improvement 
in their way of going but the most 
noticeable thing is the apparently 
great improvement in the horse's

mental] attiude toward the training. 
After a few weeks of the exercises 
the horse appears to look forward to 
the lessons, to throughly enjoy them 
and in some cases to seem to antici- 
pate the next movement. 

It has been definitely established 
to my satisfaction that these exer- 
cises will correct a “Star Gazer” a 
“Puller” and a “Bolter” I MUST 
say here and now that the results 
will not be satisfactory if the work 
is hurried or improperly applied. 

Now in defense of Baucher I must 
say again that the way the method 
is applied in the gentleness the 
patience the kindness and the per- 
severance all these without haste 
temper or roughness will I am sure 
develop the desired results and who 
else deserves the credit but Mr. 
Baucher.

With one of the best groups of 
hunters assembled in several years

SHOWING 


Royal Dublin Society 
In The 216th Year 
Of Its Existence

This year of 1948, the Royal Dub- 
lin Society is in the 216th year of 
its existence. 

Two centuries ago transport was 
practically non-existent in Dublin. 
Private coaches, sedan chairs, and a 
terrible conveyance, known as an 
“inside car’, were the means of 
transport for the better off. folk, 
while the humbler class went on 
foot. A rhyming beggar who stood 
on one of the Dublin bridges sum- 
med up the street traffic question of 
that time. 

“The proud and haughty, 
chaises, 

While we poor mortals, 
blazes’’— 

The Dublin Society was formed 
originally as an association for such 
agricultural and industrial investi- 
gation as belonged to that period, 
and the first meeting was held in 
Trinity College in 1731. It was then 
transferred to Parliament House in 
College Green (now the Bank of 
Ireland). Later, in 1815, the Society 
purchased the superb palace erected 
by James, the ist Duke of Leinster. 
Here, the first horse show was held 
in the courtyard of Leinster House 
in 1868, and the rapid growth of the 
Society’s shows quickly proved that 
more ample show premises must be 
obtained. The necessary site was 
secured in 1879, at Ballsbridge, and 
the first show was held there in 
1881. in what is now famous as the 
world’s finest, and most perfectly 
equipped show yard. In 1820 King 
George IV became Patron of the 
Society, and it assumed the title of 
the Royal Dublin Society. 

While the summer horse shows 
and spring (cattle) shows were held 
in Ballsbridge, the Royal Dublin 
Society retained Leinster House as 
its Headquarters until the advent 
of the Irish Free State Government 
in 1922, when it -became the New 
Parliament House. It is said that 
Leinster House served as a model 
for the White House at Washington, 
which was designed by Hoban, an 
Irish architect. In the present Royal. 
Dublin Society buildings, there are 
palatial offices, committee rooms, 
reading rooms, restaurants, labora- 
tory, and a library in which there 
are concerts given by some of the 
best artists in the world. 

But the great event. of the year 
is the Horse Show, and also the 
Blood Stock Sales, the auctioneer 
being Messrs. Goff and Co. and 
their Managing Director Mr. F. S. 
Gyerscough, whose knowledge of 
bloodstock breeding and turf mat- 
ters, is second to none. Many high 
class winners have been purchased 
at these sales, including four Liver- 
pool Grand National winners—Shann 
Goilan, Tipperary Tim, and the win- 
ners of the past two years, Caughoo, 
and Sheila’s Cottage. 

Other winners that have been pur- 
chased et the Ballsbridge sales are 
legion—-Brown Jack (Jackdaw— 
Querguidella) was purchased as @ 
yearling for 75 guineas and won 25 
races worth over £23,000. In recent 
years, The Phoenix, (Chateau Bous- 
cant—Fille de Poete) unbeaten as a 
2-yr.-old, and winner of the Irish 
Derby, and Irish 2000 guineas. 

The Bug (Signal Light—Flying 
Meteor) and Ended, (Felicitation— 
Last Act) were other good horses 
that were acquired but this is only 
to mention a few. 

This year a very large attendance 
is expected, owing to the Olympic 
Games. On account of this, the show 
has been put back from the first 
week in August, until the last week, 
to enable the competitors and visi- 
tors to arrive.

“If our Jockey Club doesn’t take 
action if the decesion is adverse to 
American Thoroughbreds, our De- 
partment of Commerce should put an 
embargo on English horses.” 

“Not that we care one bit either 
way, but it looks like our British 
cousins are beginning to have dif- 
ficulty in exporting their horses, 
otherwise we do not think that they 
would be calling any meeting of this 
sort.’”” 

“Wish I had some of those unde- 
sirables to the English Stud Book.” 

The arguments go on and on, but 
no one can accuse the English of not 
providing a good show, and as for 
getting reams and reams of publicity 
their Jersey Act, is the best pro- 
motional stunt yet.
